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CHAPTER  I 

INTRODUCTION 

The  formation  of  an  apostolate  implies  the  foundation  of 
a  Christian  social  environment.   Certainly  the  provision  of  the 
Mass  and  sacraments  is  a  part  of  that  environment  but  alone  they 
stand  outside  the  life  of  the  individual  and  are  perceived  as 
separate,   in  too  many  cases  they,  along  with  the  rest  of  a 
dissatisfying  society,  are  rejected.   This  is  true  especially 
with  a  minority  group  which  sees  itself  mistreated,  looked 
down  upon,  and  rejected.   The  experiences  of  the  Hispano 
American  lead  him  to  this  attitude,  and  in  many  cases  he  has 
withdrawn  from  a  hostile  society  and  from  the  Church  which  he 
sees  as  a  part  of  that  Anglo  society. 

If  we  are  to  provide  an  apostolate  that  has  meaning  for 
him,  it  must  bring  him  face  to  face  with  Christ  in  the  day  to 
day  world  in  which  he  lives,   only  in  a  community  which  cares 
for  them  will  young  people  be  attracted  to  participate  and 
share  their  energies  and  talents  for  the  good  of  those  with 
whom  they  can  identify.   To  a  lesser  degree  perhaps  but  just 
as  surely,  more  mature  persons  will  react  in  much  the  same 
way. 

This  study  will  attempt  to  describe  a  method  of  arriving 
at  such  a  Christian  community,   in  the  language  of  the  Hispano 
American,  the  ideal  is  the  formation  of  a  communidad  de  base. 
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a  basic  community,  which  is  founded  upon  Christ  and  expresses 

itself  in  truly  Catholic  lives. 


CHAPTER  II 

PARTICULAR  PROBLEMS 

There  are  several  peculiar  problems  and  challenges  in 
dealing  with  the  Spanish  speaking.   The  first  and  most  obvious 
is  the  language  with  which  the  military  pastor  may  or  may  not 
be  conversant.  A  second  is  the  lack  of  homogeneity  among  the 
various  groups.   They  will  basically  include  members  from 
Mexican,  Puerto  Rican,  Cuban,  and  central  and  South  American 
backgrounds.   Each  has  its  own  cultural  variations.   Even 
within  the  national  groups  there  are  to  be  found  varying 
customs.   This  multiplicity,  however,  offers  a  choice  that 
a  skillful  pastor  will  bring  to  the  service  of  the  whole 
community.   He  has  the  whole  range  of  the  various  customs  and 
cultural  emphasis  at  his  disposal. 

Despite  the  diversity  of  origins,  Spanish  speaking 
peoples  are  united  in  common  bonds  of  language,  love  of 
family,  and  a  sense  of  community.   This  sense  of  community 
and  group  unity  is  growing  in  our  day.   Most,  although  not  all, 
are  at  least  nominally  Catholic. 

The  problem  of  language  does  not  exist  for  the  military 

pastor  who  has  Spanish  as  his  mother  tongue.  Unfortunately 

these  are  very  few.   it  is  lessened  for  the  priest  who  through 

training  and  experience  has  acquired  a  working  knowledge  of 

Spanish.   The  Hispano  American  is  readily  accepting  of  the 
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priest  who  speaks  to  him  in  his  own  language  even  though  his 

command  of  the  language  is  limited.   The  pastor  who  speaks  no 
Spanish  may  find  assistance  in  the  local  community.   Members 
of  religious  missionary  orders  in  the  vicinity  can  supply  a 
priest  who  speaks  Spanish.   In  many  areas  with  large  concentra- 
tions of  Spanish  speaking  people  the  local  pastor  may  be  willing 
to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  soldier  and  his  family.   The 
Church  should,  if  at  all  possible,  be  brought  to  the  people  in 
their  own  language.   There  is  a  strong  emotional  attachment  to 
Spanish  in  their  religious  life,  and  in  many  cases  the  prayers 
and  sacraments  will  be  known  only  in  Spanish. 

At  a  very  minimum  the  Mass  should  be  celebrated  in 
Spanish.   Even  though  the  pastor  does  not  speak  Spanish,  he 
can  learn  to  offer  the  Mass.   Ke  has  been  trained  in  Latin,  and 
with  the  coaching  of  a  native  speaker  he  will  find  that  he  is 
able  to  do  so.   He  will  have  found  a  new  way  in  which  to  relate 
to  his  people.   The  Sunday  homily  can  be  supplied  by  using  the 
cassette  sermons  in  Spanish  supplied  with  the  "Service"  parish 
program  published  by  the  Paulist  Press.

CHAPTER  III 

IDENTIFICATION  OF  THE  SPANISH 
SPEAKING  PARISHIONER 

Getting  to  know  who  the  people  are  is  the  first  require- 
ment of  any  apostolate.   The  Spanish  surname,  the  Latin 
appearance,  the  use  of  the  language  are  obvious  means  of 
identifying  Spanish  speaking  people.   Even  though  a  soldier  may 
have  an  adequate  command  of  English,  his  religious  feelings 
can  be  attached  to  his  mother  tongue.   More  adequate  means  of 
identification  would  be  the  use  of  a  parish  census,  parish 
visitors,  or  the  Legion  of  Mary.   The  people  are  there.   The 
priest  needs  to  establish  contact  with  them. 

Nationally  it  has  been  estimated  that  Hispano  Americans 
constitute  between  20%  and  25%  of  the  Catholic  population.2 
In  many  dioceses  apostolates  on  a  diocesan  basis  have  been 
established.   As  an  example,  the  Archdiocese  of  New  York  has 
some  400  priests  at  work  in  its  Apostolado  Hispano.   The  most 
recent  estimate  of  the  number  of  church-affiliated  Spanish 
speaking  people  in  the  Archdiocese  is  about  a  third.   Similar 
proportions  can  be  found  in  dioceses  such  as  Brooklyn,  Miami, 
and  throughout  the  v;est  and  Southwest.   These  are  mentioned  to

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indicate  that  while  we  already  have  many  Spanish  speaking  sol- 
diers and  families  in  the  Army,  their  number  is  likely  to 
increase.  A  walk  through  any  Army  post  in  the  near  future 
will  let  the  priest  know  that  his  responsibility  in  this  area 
of  his  mission  to  the  People  of  God  is  increasing. 

The  diocesan  offices  and  other  activities  mentioned 
above  can  serve  as  a  source  of  information  and  assistance  to 
the  military  pastor  as  he  ministers  to  these  members  of  his 
parish. 


CHAPTER  IV 

A  PROPOSED  APOSTOLATE 

At  a  very  minimum  the  Mass  and  the  sacraments  should  be 
made  available  in  the  Spanish  language.   By  doing  even  this 
the  pastor  is  sho  ring  his  concern  for  the  people  and  their 
religious  needs.   He  will  also  have  formed  the  sacramental 
center  around  which  a  complete  apostolate  will  grow.   He  will 
have  established  contact  with  some  of  the  people  who  will 
eventually  carry  out  that  apostolate  in  whatever  programs 
he  and  they  wish  to  institute. 


CHAPTER  V 


THE  CURSTLLO  MOVEMENT 


In  a  recent  letter  to  the  author,  Sister  Victoria 
^astrano  MCDP,  Directress  of  Religious  Education  for  the  Dio- 
cese of  Brownsville,  Texas,  made  these  comments.   "Somewhere 
along  the  line  we  as  educators  failed  to  preach  the  Kord, 
Kerygma,  to  our  people  so  they  in  a  word  have  not  been 
evangelized,   vie  have  to  provide  this  for  them.   The  difficulty 
in  working  up  an  adult  catechesis  is  that  our  Mexican-American 
adults  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  study  or  reflect  what 
Christian  living  is  all  about.   They  have  not  had  anyone 
challenge  them  as  to  their  Christian  faith."   Sister 
Victoria^  summary  is  repeated  in  the  experience  of  anyone  who 
has  worked  with  Hispano  American  Catholics.   An  answer  to  this 
need  can  be  found  in  the  Cursillo  Movement. 

This  movement  wis  founded  by  Bishop  Juan  Hirvas  in 
Spain  as  a  means  of  renewal  in  the  Church.   Its  beginnings 
precede  the  Second  Vatican  Council  but  embody  the  hopes  ex- 
pressed by  the  Council  for  the  world.   Bishop  Hirvas  published 
his  pastoral  letter  in  the  summer  of  1965.   Its  title  states

tianityj   Instrument  of  Christian  Renewal." 

In  order  to  understand  the  Cursillo  Movement  correctly 
it  is  necessary  to  appreciate  exactly  what  the  goals  of  the 
movement  are,  nothing  less  than  a  Christian  renewal  of  the 
whole  social  environment.   In  the  Cursillo,  the  short  course, 
a  beginning  of  the  formation  of  the  individual  Catholic  takes 
place.   This  short  course  is  instructional  and  inspirational 
allowing  the  Cursillista,  the  participant,  to  spend  a  period 
of  three  days  in  a  completely  Christian  atmosphere.   Through 
this  experience  he  begins  to  realize  what  truly  Christian 
living  can  mean  to  him.   It  is  not  to  be  confused  with  a 
retreat  nor  seen  as  a  substitute  for  retreats.   The  Cursillo 
is  a  part,  only  a  part,  of  the  process  of  renewal  foreseen  by 
the  movement. 

Much  confusion  has  been  caused  by  those  who  have  at- 
tempted to  separate  the  short  course  from  the  complete  process 
as  stated  by  Bishop  Hirvas. 

The  pastoral  letter  divides  the  work  of  the  Cursillos 
into  three  stages.   The  first  stage  is  the  forming  of  a  pastoral 
plan  for  the  whole  diocese  or  parish.   This  plan  is  to  form  an 
overall  attack  upon  the  problems  of  the  parish. 

The  second  stage  is  the  Cursillo.  It  is  intended  to  get 
the  work  of  renewal  off  the  ground  by  taking  the  people  who  will 
carry  it  on  and  introducing  them  into  a  fuller  Christian  life.

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The  Cursillo  does  not  constitute  an  organization.   It  stresses 

the  spiritual  formation  of  the  person  and  introduces  him  to 
what  he  needs  to  know,   it  gives  him  an  experience  of  the  life 
of  grace,  an  experience  like  that  of  the  early  Church.   It 
does  not  intend  to  make  him  a  saint  but  to  allow  him  to  dis- 
cover why  he  should  want  to  be  a  saint,  an  active  saint 
working  to  change  those  things  in  his  society  which  interfere 
with  a  Christian  life.   It  helps  to  remove  the  meaninglessness 
of  life  that  is  so  much  a  part  of  modern  living. 

The  third  stage  is  the  principal  part  of  the  Cursillos, 
the  work  of  perseverance.   Here  the  Cursillista  is  assisted  to 
grow  spiritually  and  to  engage  in  those  activities  which  will 
carry  out  the  parish  pastoral  plan.   Christian  men  and  women 
are  formed  who  do  the  work  of  action  organizations  and  make 
these  organizations  effective  means  of  change  within  the 
parish. 

For  an  apostolate  to  the  Spanish  speaking  the  Cursillos 
can  be  of  paramount  importance.   This  method  meets  the  needs  of 
people  who  frequently  have  had  little  opportunity  to  learn 
their  faith  or  to  experience  the  life  of  grace  in  Christ.   In 
an  interview  with  the  author,  Msgr.  Francis  Gorman,  Director 
of  the  Apostolado  Hispano  of  the  Archdiocese  of  New  York, 
called  the  Cursillo  Movement  the  "heart  of  a  Spanish  American 
Parish."   There  is  the  added  advantage  of  the  Spanish  origin 
and  cultural  content  of  this  approach  to  the  Christian  life.

CHAPTER  VI 

ACTION  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  particular  programs  to  be  carried  out  in  the  parish 
are  stated  in  the  pastoral  plan  for  the  parish.   Planning  such 
programs  should  be  one  of  the  chief  concerns  of  the  parish 
council.   In  order  that  the  apostolate  to  the  Spanish  speaking 
be  integrated  into  the  total  parish  life,  representation  on  the 
parish  council  should  be  given  to  the  Spanish  speaking  com- 
munity.  In  this  manner  the  ideal  of  the  National  Bishops 
Council  can  be  accomplished.  Mr.  Paul  Sedillo,  Jr.,  Director 
of  the  Division  for  the  Spanish  Speaking,  United  States 

Catholic  Conference,  summed  !  up  that  ideal  as  "integration 
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without  assimilation."   The  concept  grew  out  of  a  series  of 

seven  regional  meetings  of  priests,  religious  and  laity  through- 
out the  nation.   The  values  and  culture  of  the  Spanish  speaking 
are  accepted  and  the  participation  of  the  community  in  the 
total  life  of  the  Church  is  gained.   In  a  homogeneous  parish 
such  integration  poses  no  problem.   In  a  military  parish  the 
interest  and  love  of  a  good  pastor  can  turn  the  problem  into  an 
advantage  for  the  whole  parish. 

As  was  stated  in  the  discussion  of  the  cursillo  Movement, 
this  is  not  a  separate  organization.   The  movement  concentrates

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upon  the  formation  of  individuals  offering  to  him  a  Christian 

community  from  which  he  draws  his  spiritual  strength  as  he  labors 

at  the  renewal  of  his  society  on  a  Christian  model.   The  action 

group  forms  the  framework  in  which  he  carries  out  the  parish 

programs. 

Two  action  programs  are  offered  for  consideration  as 
being  of  special  significance  in  an  apostolate  to  the  Spanish 
speaking.   Each  relates  closely  to  the  cultural  background  of 
the  people. 

The  first,  The  Legion  of  Mary,  appeals  to  the  traditional 
love  and  devotion  to  Mary  that  is  so  much  a  part  of  the  re- 
ligious life  of  the  people,   its  prayers  and  devotions  develop 
that  love  of  the  Blessed  Virgin.   Its  apostolic  activities 
send  its  members  out  on  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  parish  to 
find  and  hopefully  return  those  who  have  been  lost  to  the 
Church.   In  many  parishes  this  has  been  an  effective  means  of 
reaching  those  who  have  lost  contact  with  the  Church  but  have 
retained  their  devotion  to  the  Mother  of  God. 

The  second  action  group  is  very  closely  allied  to  the 
traditional  love  of  family  in  the  Spanish  culture.   This  is 
the  Christian  Family  Movement,  a  national  organization  whose 
purpose  is  to  promote  Christian  family  life  and  to  provide  a 
means  for  the  families  to  discuss  and  find  solutions  to  the 
problems  which  affect  their  immediate  environment.   The  study 
of  the  Sacred  Scriptures  forms  the  basis  and  point  of  reference 
for  personal  spiritual  development  and  for  the  solution  of 
identified  problems.

CHAPTER  VII 

SUMMARY 

The  apostolate  to  the  Spanish  speaking  proposed  in  this 
study  is  not  seen  as  the  only  approach  possible,   it  is  offered 
as  an  approach  which  has  proved  successful  in  parish  programs. 
It  takes  into  account  the  special  needs  of  the  people  and 
uses  the  cultural  elements  which  have  an  appeal  to  the  people 
we  seek  to  bring  closer  to  Christ.   The  Cursilio  Movement  forms 
a  useable  parish  program  and  promotes  the  spiritual  formation 
of  the  people  who  carry  out  that  program.   The  two  action 
groups  have  emotional  appeal  to  the  people. 

Cesar  Chavez,  when  asked  what  the  Hispano  American  ex- 
pected of  the  Church  at  this  time,  answered  clearly,   "in  a 
nutshell,  what  do  we  want  the  Church  to  do?  We  don't  ask  for 
more  cathedrals,  we  don't  ask  for  bigger  churches  or  fine 
gifts.   He  ask  for  its  presence  with  us,  as  Christ  among  us. 
We  ask  the  Church  to  sacrifice  with  the  people  for  social  change, 
for  justice,  and  for  the  love  of  brother.  We  don't  ask  for 
paternalism.   We  ask  for  servanthood."8 

It  is  the  obligation  and  privilege  of  the  priest  serving 
in  the  United  States  Army  to  meet  these  expectations  for  our 
Spanish  speaking  soldiers  and  their  families.

In  an  effort  to  aid  in  the  gathering  of  further  informa- 
tion and  in  obtaining  necessary  materials,  an  annex  is  attached 
to  this  paper.

This 
complete  parish  program  was  developed  at  the  United  States 
Army  Chaplain  School  by  the  priests  of  the  staff  and  faculty 
and  the  priest  members  of  the  C-22-73  class.   The  Spanish 
portion,  which  may  be  purchased  separately,  includes  a  sermon 
cassette  for  each  Sunday,   in  addition  there  are  slides  for 
catechetical  instruction,  an  adult  sacramental  program  and 
brochures  covering  critical  questions  designed  for  the  young.
